“Overbanking’”’ was given by 
Bates as a principal reason for 
denying tne Berkeley applica- 
tion, However, in December 1958 
Bates had issued a charter for 
the Lindbergh Bank of Hazel- 
wood, also in the area of Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field. 

Opposing the formation of a 
bank in Berkeley were the Bank 
of, Ferguson, the Florissant 
Bank; St. John’s Community 
Bank and Bank of St. Ann. This 
group hired Winston Cook, St.

On the eve of the President’s 
departure on his European-Asian 
good will tour on Dec. 3, the 
President told Nixon he wanted 
the steel dispute ended before 
he returned three weeks later. 
That night, in a nation - wide 
telecast, he pleaded with both 
sides to adjust their. differences 
or face the consequences of an 
outraged public demanding that 
the Government take matters 
into its own hands. 

Nixon Opens Talks. 

After the. President’s depar- 
‘ture, Nixon started a round of

Each worker is to receive three 


15 years’ service unde rthe new | 
contract. This alone should | 
place an average ot $1625 “‘in | 
the bank,” according to union 
estimates. | 

Company payment of insurance | 
benefits will save the/ average | 
worker nearly $200 a year, the | 
union officer said. Wage in; | 
creases of nearly 10 cents an 
hour starting next December 
and other benefits should more 
than make up the rest of the 
wages lost, he said. 

To qualify for the lump sum 
pension payment, a worker is 
required to have 15 years’ serv- 
ice with a company. This sum is 
payable at age 65 or at age 60 
if a worker retires early, the 
union officer added. 

In addition, the new contract 
contains no new provisions on 
local working conditions which 
threaten jobs and this is of “‘in- 
calculable’ value to the work- 
ers, he said.

Some Delay Possible. 


McDonald told newsmen 
earlier that delay by some iron 
ore companies in agreeing to the 
settlement terms might delay 
signing of the agreement for a 
few hours. 


The steel agreement — bought 
for a billion-dollar price—loosed 
a flood of political conjecture 
and stirred misgivings over in- 
flation.

Rescue workers search for survivors in debris of commut- 
ér train that left rails on a sharp curve today at Monza, 


By LUCIANO FERRARI 
MONZA, Italy, Jan. 5 (AP)— 
A jammed 10-car commuter train 
sped into a sharp curve near 
here today and the locomotive 
and five cars hurtled from the 
rails. 


The Ministry of Transport said 
I5 persons were killed, and 124 
injured. It previously had re- 
ported 25 dead.. 
There were about 1000 pas- 
sengers on the train, most of 
them on their way to work or 
bound for school in Milan. 


The accident occurred in dense 
fog about two miles north of 
the station in this auto-racing 
center. Monza is about 10 miles 
northeast of Milan. 


The Transport Ministry said an 
initial investigation indicated the 
engineer failed to observe a six- 
mile-an-hour speed limit set be- 
cause of repair work on the 
stretch where the derailment oc- 
curred. Thé train appeared to be 
going about 45 miles an hour. 
The engineer was among those 
killed and his helper was seri- 
ously injured. 

This reporter, a passenger in 
the fifth car, felt the brakes 
grab just as the train entered 
the curve,:then the electric loco- 
motive left the rails. (The Unit- 


ed Press International reported 


that the locomotive and baggage 
car fell 25 feet from a temporary 
bridge.) 

The second coach turned up- 
side down. The third landed on 
the roof of.a two-story factory, 
100 feet from the tracks. _ 

The fourth goach flippetl on its 
side and bounced right-side-up 
again. From the top a’27-foot 
length of rail pointed toward the 
sky. It had knifed through the 
coach, stabbing through a Cath- 
olic priest and two other passen- 
gers. It was as though a child 
had stuck a wire through a thin 


paper toy. 3 

The fifth coach skidded on its 
left side for 100 yards. The sixth 
coach was pulled“from the rails 
but remained upright. The last 
four coaches stayed on the rails. 

Overhead electric cables 
snapped like violin strings. Pas- 
sengers had to wend their way 
carefully through them in the 
dense fog. 

The train was running late. 
Usually trains slow down to 
cross,a temporary bridge at that 
point. : : : 

Passengers crawled from the 
windows of the derailed cars on 
the ground. Sirens of fite trucks, 
ambulances and police cars 
drowned out the shouts of. the 
injured, who were lined up by 
the dozens between the rails.

Even if we declare ourselves in to- 
morrow morning, it will take some 
years of not being first. It will take 
a great deal of patience from ‘the 
American : public. 

On the asset side, there is very little 
question that we would get the ap- 
proval. of the free world.. We have 
often been an underdog, but so far 
we have never yet refiised a fight. 
The Russians have picked up a lot 
of prizes. There is no reason why we 
should not pick up similar prizes, in- 
cluding such things as national pride, 
sales in the world market, and werld 
commiunications systems. The space 
business is a fair and dramatic field 
in which we can display our own tal- 
ents. We too can acquire some of the 
benefits of new discovery. 

After all, there ig undoubtedly some 
truth in the story that the Russians 
were doubtful as + the desirability of 
launching the space age.

accompanist for the Knox College

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Clues to Ancient Animals

ONE-HUNDRED and twenty- 
five years have passed since 
Prof. Edward Hitchcock exam- 
ined several flagstones which 
had been uséd to pave a street 
in Greenfield, Mags. At first he 
suggested that they were tracks 
Jeft by large’ birds, possibly tur- 


. keys. 


Hitchcock Was slow to believe 
that the markings could have 
been made by reptiles or other 
animals withuut feathers, but he 
kept his mind open. As the years 
passed, he studied imprints on 
other rock slabs found in Massa- 
chusettg and Connecticut. His 
mind turned more and more to 
this subject, and he made a col- 
lection for Amherst College. 


Twerty-three years after he 
first saw the Greenfield slabs, 
the professor wrote a book in 
which he. told of bis studies. 
He described and pictured scores 
of kinds of imprints and re- 
marked, “‘What a wonderful me- 
nagerie.” He said that animals 
had left their marks on mud, 
which had hardened into rock 
long before. He declared that 
“enormous and peculiar races’’ 
had left their imprints.
